THE FALL PUBLISHING SEASON. 


In 1892 the tide of trade prosperity in the 
United States was atthe flood. Prosperity in that 
year seemed to have come in a sudden burst and 
it produced a fever of speculation that ended in 
acrash. For four years business had watched 
and waited for another year like 1892.  Experi- 
ence had produced caution, and almost every 
one waited to see his neighbor stake his capital 
first. The stagnation resulting had been ex- 
plained and accounted for by many men of 
many minds, each one anxious to make his 
own theory responsible for a state of affairs that 
defied all theories, and offered new and undis- 
puted facts that slowly and surely were to be 
learned, accepted, and reduced to new working 
theories. For what after all is prosperity but 
success in effort of any kind! And pessimists, 
optimists, fatalists, the discouraged and the 
hopeful, heard the call to work when it was 
rumored early in the spring that nature would 
settle the great questions for which every factor 
in political and social economy had been held 
responsible. A wonderful growth of wheat 
and grain became an established fact. This 
had to be harvested, housed, sold, moved, 
shipped and re-invested; and, starting from the 
various trades called into activity to put the 
wheat into the markets of the world, came 
further far-reaching demands on other trades, 
and now work has begun and success seems to 
await legitimate business undertakings. 

‘* There are men,’’ to quote a writer’s com- 
ment upon the pessimistic views held by many, 
‘‘who will refuse to believe in the revival of 
prosperity until it is dumped in front of their 
doors and somebody offers to put it into their 
houses free of charge.” The publishers do not 
seem to be of these men. Their preparations 
show their belief that there will be many this 
year to buy books and good books, and that 
prices will not stand in the way of sales, provided 
the literature offered is demanded, and is sup- 
plied in required shape while the demand exists, 

Many questions have occupied intelligent peo- 
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ple this year. on which they still seek informa- 
tion, and a publisher who has a good contribu- 
tion towards the literature of arbitration treaties, 


the Greek uprising against Turkey, Queen 


Victoria’s Jubilee, tariff legislation, municipal 
reform in large cities, the Cuban revolution, 
the discovery of gold in vast Alaska, etc., may . 
be sure that it will be called for by booksellers 
alloverthe land. An enterprising but cautious 
bookseller must study the classified list and 
the advertisements of this issue with a growing 
sense of confidence and assurance that many 
of the books listed are sure of sale just as soon 
as he can get them under the eyes of his cus- 
tomers. Of all buyers a bookbuyer is the 
most easily tempted by a bookseller who knows 
his tastes and his weaknesses. Those wholean 
to biography and history need only to see the bi- 
ographies of Tennyson, Gladstone, Wagner, the 
Brontés, the correspondence of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning, the Emerson-Sterling letters, 
Hawthorne’s ‘‘ First Diary,” ‘‘ Old Virginia and 
Her Neighbors,” by John Fiske; ‘‘ The Struggle 
for the Trans-Allegheny Region,” by Justin 
Winsor; ‘‘ The History of Our Navy,” by John 
R. Spears; the initial volume of a monumental 
‘* History of the Royal Navy, from the earliest 
times to the present day,” by William Laird 
Cowles, Captain Mahan, Theodore Roosevelt, 
and others equally well posted, to wish to add 
them to their own shelves or to those of a town 
library in which they take personal pride. 
These are perhaps the strongest lines in this 
year’s output; but pure literature, essays, poetry, 
collected works of standard authors, etc., have 
all been taken in account. The fiction, which 
in quantity always takes precedence of all other 
kinds of reading, has this year quality of rare 
order. The historical novel has become a favor- 
ite among readers, and some of the most noted 
authors this year offer that form of fiction. 
Posthumous works by Robert Louis Stevenson 
and Philip Gilbert Hamerton can certainly be 
conjured with in almost any cultivated com- 
munity. A book appealing to publishers and 
booksellers beyond all others, is also a posthu- 
mous work—Mrs. Oliphant’s biography of the 
great publishing house of Blackwood, and of 
the magazine in which so many of the great 
writers of the Victorian era made their first 
acquaintance with the English-speaking people. 

The preparations for the fall are lavish, and the 
trade conditions good. The volume of business 
done will, of course, rest largely with the per- 
sonal efforts of the bookseller, and with the spe- 
cial manner in which the tempting supplies are 
put within reach of the intelligent reader whose 
demands upon author and publisher for sub- 
stance and form are growing more exacting, but 
who is also far more appreciative than of yore.

‘* American Contributions to Civilization” will 
be a collection of essays and addresses by 
Charles William Eliot, president of Harvard 
University, devoted to questions of great mo- 
ment, among which are the working of the 
American democracy. equality in a republic, 
the present disadvantages of rich men, etc. ;

book full of rollicking witand humor. For the 
young people there will be excellent stories 
drawn in large measure from the pages of 
St. Nicholas. ‘‘The Century Book of the 
American Revolution,” by Elbridge S. Brooks, 
with preface by Chauncey M. Depew, will be 
the new issue in its successful series.

world and berome castaways. The story is of 
the Crusoe order, so fascinating to all healthy 
young minds. ‘‘ Master Skylark,” by Jobo 
Bennett, is a story of the time of Shakespeare, 
introducing the world’s greatest poet and Good 
Queen Bess, full of stirring adventure, giving 
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accurate ideas of the times and conditions of 
that day. In ‘‘Joan of Arc,” Boutet de Mon- 
vel, the great French artist, has written spe- 
cially for children the oft-told story of the 

tron saint of France. His text has been trans- 
ated by A. I.du Pont Coleman. The forty-three 
superb illustrations of Monvel will be richly 
printed in color by Boussod, Valadon & Co., 
Paris, and the whole will form a sumptuous 
art work for children. ‘‘ Fighting a Fire,” by

tes which they have produced. William C. 
azlitt, the inveterate collector of rare books 
and choice bric-a-brac, has gathered into a vol- 
ume which he entitles ‘‘ The Confessions of a 
Collector,” some of the most interesting ex- 
periences that he has met with in his long 
career as a collector. The book-lover in the 
many-sided author is uppermost in this book, 
but nearly one-third of the work is devoted to 
numismatics and bric-a-brac. For upwards of 
half a century there have been valuable works, 
chiefly of historical bearing, published by socie- 
ties of book-lovers known as ‘‘ bookclubs.” No 
history of the books thus issued has until now 
existed, and since among them are volumes of 
unique importance such a history as is con- 
tained in the work on ‘‘ American Book Clubs,” 
supplies a need of libraries, bibliophiles, and 
collectors. The forthcoming work, which may 
be expected early in October, contains accounts 
of all known publishing book clubs which have 
been organized in America, with descriptions 
and collations of their various publications 
‘prefaced with an account of the publishing 
activity of literary clubs from ‘‘The Junto” 
down to *‘ The Delphians.” The information 
given has been brought together by A. Growoll, 
managing editorof The Publishers’ Weekly, from 
out-of-the-way and almost unsuspected sources. 
Mr. Growoll has been in communication with 
the officers of all the existing clubs, and 
his material has had the benefit of revision 
by those in authority. The author has the 
bibliographical and historical sense almost 
equally developed, and he has managed to 
collect most interesting data regarding the 
authors and subjects of the books issued as 
wellas the data of their issue by book clubs. 
A full index gives an insight at once into the 
amount of matter covered in the publications of 
book clubs. Only a limited edition of the work 
will be put on the market. In exterior it will 
be uniform with Hildeburn’s ‘‘Sketches of 
Printers and Printing in Colonial New York.” 
Other literary works of prominence are ‘‘A 
History of the Literature of the Victorian Era,” 
by Clement K. Shorter; ‘‘ The Brontés in Fact 
and Fiction,” by Angus Mackay; the ninth and 
tenth volumes of *‘ The Poets and Poetry of 
the Century,” edited by Alfred H. Miles, pop- 
ular poetry gathered from the area of Greater 
Britain and the limits of the roth century, now 
completed in ten volumes, covering from 
George Crabbe to Rudyard Kipling ; and ‘‘A 
Comprehensive Subject Index to Universal 
Prose Fiction,” by Zella Allen Dixon, librarian 
of the University of Chicago, who has under- 
taken the gigantic task of classifying prose fic- 
tion in all languages, which is founded upon 


facts—historical, physical, psychological, or 
moral. A facsimile reprint of the first edition 
of Walton’s ‘‘ Angler’”’ will be issued with a 
preface by Richard Le Gallienne; a limited 
edition of ‘* American Book-Prices Current for 
1897”; a new edition from new plates of 
“Works by Hamilton W. Mabie”; and W. 
Robertson Nicoll will portray the life of 


james Macdonnell, J "  Macdonnell 
was one of the foremost e ots in England 
of the life of a journalist. The contentsinclude 
information on Hugh Miller, Matthew Arnold, 
Emerson, Guizot, Taine, Renan, Wordsworth, 
De Quincey, Ruskin, Spurgeon, Newman, 
Manning, Froude, eic., and all the great 
men of the day with whom Macdonnell came 
in contact after breaking with the Church of 
Rome. Contributions to art literature will be: 
** The Romance of the Irish Stage,” by J. Fitz- 
gerald Molloy, the author of ‘‘ The Gorgeous 
Lady Blessington”; ‘‘ The English Stage,” by 
Augustus Filon, translated by Henry Arthur 
Jones, being an account of the Victorian drama;

Davip McKay, Philadelphia, willissue early 
in October ‘‘ Prisoners of the Sea,” a romance 
of the seventeenth century, by Florence M. 
Kingsley, whose ‘‘ Titus,” ‘‘Stephen.” and 
“* Paul” have been such pronounced successes. 
In this new romance the gifted author has taken 
a departure from Bible subjects. She has had 
the manuscript in hand for some time, and her 
work is said to be a strong, dramatic piece of 
work wiih a historical background. There is 
alsoannounced a new edition from new type of 
the Handy Stratford Shakespeare in thirteen vol- 
umes, with the text by W. G. Clark and W. A. 
Wright. It has beentheaim to give the largest 
type possible in a small size page, and the pub- 
lishers have turned out a very neat set of books 
in several styles of binding specially suitable 
for holiday presentation. A complete edition 
of ‘‘ Hans Breitmann’s Ballads,” by Charles 
Godfrey Leland, is also ready, the two parts 
combined in one volume, prettily bound, with 
stampings in gold andcolors. During the past 
year ten volumes have been added tothe series 
of Literal Translations of the Classics, including 
works of Cicero, Tacitus, Virgil, AZschylus, 
Plato, and Sophocles; and there are now in 


' preparation Goethe's ‘‘ Faust” and ‘‘ Herman 


and Dorothea.” These translations follow the 
original text literally, thus forming a valuable 
help to the student, and they are really pocket 
editions and can be constantly carried about 
without any inconvenience. ‘‘ The Queer, the 
Quaint, and the Quizzical,” by Frank H. Stauf- 
fer, is a cabinet of odd information, made prac- 
tical and get-at-able by an excellent index; and 
‘* Questions for the Curious,” in two volumes, 
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is again made ready for another successful sea- 
son. A new edition is also on hand of Max 
Adeler’s ‘‘ Out of the Hurly-Burly, or, life in 
an odd corner,” with nearly 400 illustrations by 
A. B. Frost, who runs a close second to the au- 
thor in his faculty of setting the life of a small 
place before the reader. David McKay will 
also continue to furnish the complete uniform 
edition of ‘‘ The Works of Walt Whitman.” 


THE MACMILLAN Co, have upon their list of 
Fall Announcements many books that appeal 
to book-loversof every variety of special tastes, 
The works of biography in preparation are 
notable. ‘‘ Alfred, Lord Tennyson: a memoir,” 
by his son, will be issued October 6(the anniver- 
sary of the poet’s death), in two volumes, with 
photogravure portraits, facsimiles of portions 
of poems and illustrations, by Mrs. Allingham, 
Richard Doyle, Biscombe Gardner, etc. This 
long-expected work has been prepared with the 
care and deliberation worthy of its importance, 
and will probably be finally authoritative. 
Covering about the same period of time in the 
Victorian era will be ‘‘The Story of Glad- 
stone's Life,” by Justin McCarthy. The book 
is said to deal with public events only as they 
serve to illuminate the story of one great 
career, but a life of the man who was five times 
Premier of England must necessarily treat at 
length of the Irish question the free-trade 
struggle, the Crimean War, Disraeli’s brilliant 
career, and many of the other problems of 
British politics. Gladstone’s private life and 
his literary career are dwelt upon at length, 
and the whole is fully illustrated with por- 
traits and appropriate views. ‘‘ The Letters of 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning” will be brought 
out in two volumes with portraits. The cor- 
respondence coversevery period of the life of the 
writer. She knew many of the celebrities of 
her day, and the book includes one of the few 
English sketches in existence of George Sand, 
whom Mrs. Browning met several times. Many 
of the letters also have historical interest, for 
Mrs. Browning was in Paris during the Coup 
d’ Etat in 1851, and in Florence curing years 
of great excitement in Italy. TZ%e Foreign 
Statesmen Series is a new series edited by J. B. 
Bury, to be uniform with Zhe Twelve English 
Statesmen Series, and to include only foreign 
statesmen who have exercised a commanding 
influence on European affairs. The four vol- 
umes planned for thus far are ‘‘ William the 
Silent,” by Frederic Harrison; ‘‘ Charles the 
Great,” by Thomas Hodgkin; ‘‘ Philip 1. of 
Spain,” by Col. Martin Hume; and ‘ Mira- 
beau,” by P. F. Willert. ‘‘The House- 
hold of the Lafayettes”. is a_ series of 
historical papers by Edith Sichel, of course 
containing much biographical matter. There 
will be the ‘‘Supplementary Volume to 
the Diary of Samuel Pepys,’’ completely tran- 
scribed by the late Rev. Mynors Bright, from 
the shorthand manuscript of the Pepysian 
Library, Magdalene College, Cambridge, with 
Lord Braybrooke’s notes, edited with addi- 
tions, by Henry B. Wheatley, which will be 
the eighth volume, completing the ‘‘ Diary.” 
The ninth and final volume of this edition will 
contain an introduction in which. some matters 
connected with the ‘‘ Diary ” will be discussed, 
a paper onthe London of Pepys’s time, and 
elaborate index and appendices, also a map in 
illustration of the Diarist’s wanderings from 
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East to West. ‘‘A Critical Study of Shake- 
speare,” by George Brandes, translated by 
William Archer, may best be called a critical 
biography. The author, keeping fully abreast 
of the latest English and German researches 
and criticism, places the poet in his political 
and literary environment, and then proceeds 
to study each play as a record of a phase of 
Shakespeare’s spiritual history. Inthe closely 
related department of history the Macmillans 
have in preparation three new volumes in the 
series Of American History Told by Contempo- 
raries, edited by Albert Bushnell Hart, of Har- 
vard University ; ‘‘ Building of the Republic, 
1689-1783"; ‘‘ National Expansion, 1783- 
1845""; and ‘‘Welding the Nation, 1846- 
1896.” All the volumes of this series have 
bibliographies of the valuable original sources 
and of collections of American history. Sev- 
eral volumes are also to be issued in the Stories 
from’ American History: ‘‘ Spanish Discovery 
and Conquest,” by Grace King; ‘‘ War of 
1812,” by James Barnes ; ‘‘Stories of Ameri- 
can Pirates,” by Frank R. Stockton; ‘‘ Cali- 
fornia History and Explorations,” by Charles 
'H. Shinn ; ‘‘ Tales of the Enchanted Isles of 
America,” by Thomas Wentworth Higginson ; 
and ‘The Active Life of a Confederate 
Soldier,” by George Cary Eggleston. J. E. C. 
Bodley will in ‘‘ France” give aconcise de- 
scription of the country, its people and institu- 
tions, rendering a service to students similar to 
that rendered by such works as_ Bryce’s 
‘‘ American Commonwealth,” Green’s ‘‘ Short 
History of the English People,” etc. Other 
works of history and biography are classified 
inthe preceding list under their respective 
headings, and some also appear under the long 
list of books classified under Education, Lan- 
guage, etc. Among the more important 
works of political and social economy to be 
issued are Augustus Cournot’s ‘‘ Researches 
into the Mathematical Principles of the Theory 
of Wealth,” written in 1838, translated by Na- 
thaniel T. Bacon, with a bibliography of math- 
ematical economics, by Irving Fisher; and 
Turgot’s ‘‘ Reflections on the Formation and 
Distribution of Wealth,” both additions to the 
Economic Classics, edited by W. J. Ashley, of 
Harvard University ; the second volume of J. 
Shield Nicholson’s ‘‘ Principles of Political 
Economy”; ‘‘ The United Kingdom,” a political 
history, by Goldwin Smith, a companion vol- 
ume to the author’s brilliant history of our 
own country; and three volumes of special 
timeliness in view of the changes in municipal 
government by which New York City will 
stand as second city of the world in impor- 
tance and extent of area. These are ‘‘ The 
Study of City Government,” by Delos F. Wil- 
cox, an outline of the problems of municipal 
functions, control and organization, a work in- 
tended to inspire the sense of civic responsi- 
bility ; ‘‘ The Finances of New York City,” by 
E. Dana Durand ; and ‘‘A Political Primer for 
New York State and City,” by Adéle M. Fielde, 
intended to instruct women studying social 
questions. Of literary importance will be 
‘The Boston Browning Society Papers,” se- 
lected to represent the work of the society 
from 1886 to 1897. The volume includes 
papers by Josiah Royce, Thomas Went- 
worth Higginson; William J. Rolfe, Charles 
Gordon Ames, and many others whose names 
are identified with the study of Browning. The 


first part will be ready of Albert S. Cook’s 
great compilation of ‘‘ Biblical Quotations in 
Old English Prose Writers,” a work which 
when finished will contain all the principal 
Biblical quotations extant. The quotations in 
each of the old English texts will be separately 
arranged in the order of the books of the Bible.

Philosophy 
and Speculation will receive J. Mark Baldwin's 
‘* Social Interpretations of the Principles of 
Meatal Development”; ‘‘ Practical Idealism,” by 
William De Witt Hyde; ‘‘ The Social Teaching 
of Jesus,” by Shailer Matthews ; and the tenth 
volume of ‘‘ The Worksof Frederick Nietzsche,” 
‘*A Genealogy of Morals.” For young people 
a very handsome book has been prepared by 
Lydia Avery Coonley of ‘‘ Singing Verses for 
Children,” with illustrations by Alice Kellogg 
Tyler, and music by Frederick W. Root and 
others.

ROBERTS BROTHERS will bring out several 
works on the history of religion, which, by 
virtue of the world-renowned reputation of 
their authors, must be put in the front rank 
of their announcements of Fall publications. 
‘‘ Antichrist,” by Ernest Renan, translated 
and edited by Joseph Henry Alien, covers the 
period from the arrival of the Apostle Paul in 
Rome to the end of the Jewish Revolution, 
A.D. 61-73, including the persecution under 
Nero, the most extraordinary in the entire de- 
velopment of Christianity after the three or 
four years of the public life of Jesus. The 


‘third volume of Dr. Adolph Harnack’s ‘‘ His- 


tory of Dogma” will be ready, that great at- 
tempt to distinguish between a purely biblical 
statement of doctrine and that statement as 
modified by the exigencies of controversy 
which has gained Dr. Harnack the admiration 
of the most scholarly experts throughout the 
world. ‘*‘ The Christ of Yesterday, To-Day, 
and Forever,” is a volume of sermons by Ezra 
Hugh Byington, whose volume on ‘‘ The Puri- 
tansin England and New England” was an 
epoch-making book; and ‘‘ The Essence of 
Non-Christian Religion,” by Prof. Rhys- 
Davids, with introduction by Prof. David P. 
Todd, shows the liberality and fairness of 
statement that comes of a broad and liberal 
mind and exhaustive scholarship. The pub- 
lishers inform us that they have acquired the 
rightto publish the work of which Philip Gil- 
bert Hamerton was writing the final words ~ 
only two hours before his death. It will be 
entitled ‘‘ The Quest for Happiness,” and will 
probably contain the food for reflection which 
we always found in the writings of the author 
of ‘‘ The Intellectual Life.” ‘* Andronike, the 
Heroine of the Greek Revolution,” by Stephanos 
Theodorus Xenos, translated from the original 
Greek by Prof. Edwin A. Grosvenor, one of the 
most important works of fiction published this 
year. It is a historical romance of modern 
Greece, introducing Markos Botsaris, Byron, 
the native and foreign leaders and the common 
people of resurrected Greece. The author is 
wholly patriotic, but just and impartial, and 
tells a wonderful story. The English read- 
ing world is a debtor for this translation into 
idiomatic English, a work of great difficulty, 
which called heavily evén upon the great re- 
sources of the scholarly author of ‘‘ Constan- 
tinople.” In view of the great treasures dis- 
covered in Alaska and the present exerted 
interest in mines and mining, two new works 
of fiction, full of mining adventures, are spe- 
cially timely. ‘‘The Golden Crocodile,” by 
F. Mortimer Trimmer, is a strong story of 
California mining life; and ‘‘The Secret of the 
Black Butte,” by William Shattuck, with illus- 
trations by Isabel Shattuck, is an exciting tale 
of adventure, but thoroughly pure as well; 
‘*The Grand Tactics of Chess,” by Franklin 
K. Young, is the culmination of that theory of 
chess-play of which the author’s ‘‘ The Minor 
Tactics of Chess" was the rudimentary treatise. 
It formulates and puts into language for the 
first time that system of chess-play by which 
Morphy, Anderssen, De la Bordonnois, Phili- 
dor, Deschapelles, and other great masters 
achieved their dazzling success. The sub-title 
explains its scope: ‘‘ An exposition of the laws 
and principles of chess strategies—the practi- 
cal application of these laws and principles to 
the movement of the forces—mobilization, de- 
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velopment, manceuvre, and operation.” It is 
destructive of fads and idiosyncrasies and inac- 


curacies, while at the same time constructive in 


the highest degree. A paper read by S. C. 
Cronwright-Schreiner, in the Town Hall, Kim- 
berley, South Africa, in August, 1895, in the 
writing of which he was assisted by Olive 
Schreiner, will be issued under the title of 
‘* The Political Situation,” and judging from 
** The Story of Peter Halkett,”’ which covered 
the same ground, some scathing criticisms of 
England's policy may be expected. The fifth 
and sixth volumes are to appear of Miss Wor- 
meley’s translations of ‘‘ Moliére’s Dramatic 
Works,” and these volumes will cover some of 
the best-known comedies, such as ‘‘ Le Médecin 
Malgré Lui,” ‘‘ L’Ecole des Femmes,” ‘‘ L’Ecole

scenery, and will appear under the title ‘‘ The 
Procession of Flowers in Colorado.” For 
young people the Roberts house always pro- 
vides lavishly. Specially adapted for girls 
will be ‘‘ Nao in the City,” by Myra Sawyer 
Hamlin, illustrated by L. J. Bridgman, a 
sequel to ‘‘ Nan at Camp Chicopee”; ‘‘ Rich 
Enough,” by Leigh Webster, illustrated by 
Elizabeth S. Pitman ; ‘‘A Norway Summer,” 
by Laura D. Nichols; and ‘‘ The Little Red 
School-House,” by Evelyn Raymond, illus- 
trated by Victor A. Searles, author of ‘‘ The 
Little Lady of the Horse.” ‘‘ The Resolute 
Mr. Pansy” is an electrical story for boys, by 
Prof. John Trowbridge, who, in the guise of a 
‘story, teaches many lessons about electricity, 
just as he did in ‘‘ Three Boys in an Electrical 
Boat.” Equally interesting to boys and girls 
will be ‘‘In Indian Tents,” stories told by 
Penobscot, Passamaquoddy, and Micmac In- 
dians to Abby L. Alger; ‘‘ The Young Puri- 
tans of Old Hadley,” by Mary P. Wells Smith, 
the first volume in a series to becalled Zhe 
Young Puritan Series, which is to give in well- 
told stories historically correct information on 
the manners and customs of the Puritans ; 
** Wanolasset” (The-Little-One-Who-Laughs), 
by A. G. Plympton, a story of early Colonial 
days, giving a stirring description of King 
Philip’s War; and ‘‘ Torpeanuts the Tomboy,” 
by Lily F. Wesselhoeft, still another of her de- 
lightful stories of animal life, with plenty of 
incident inculcating all the virtues without any 
obtrusive preaching.

R. H. RUsSELL’s preparations for the fall 
publishing season have been made especially 
for the holiday trade, being confined to art 
works and juveniles. ‘‘ Drawings by Frederic 
Remington” will be brought out in large folio, 
12x18 inches, with a cover in colors designed 
by the artist.

‘two more will follow each month, so that in 


two years one can be possessor of an almost 
perfect edition of Scott without in the least 
feeling that almost $40 have been given for it. 
This edition is gotten out in conjunction, with _ 
the Dents. A work of great artistic and tech- 
nical value is announced in ‘' Later Renais- 
sance Architecture in England,” consisting of 
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a series of examples of domestic buildings 
erected subsequent to the Elizabethan period, 
edited with introductory and descriptive text 
by John Belcher and M. E. Macartney. The 
work will be completed in six parts, each con- 
-taining twenty-six plates. This work is acon- 
tinuation of Gotch’s ‘* Architecture of the Re- 
naissance in England,’ and will be issued uni- 
form with that work. Parts 1. and 1. are now 
ready. Renaissance architecture can also be 
studied in ‘‘ Architecture of the Renaissance 
in Italy,” by W. J. Anderson, a general view 
for the use of students and others, with fifty- 
‘four collotype and other plates, and seventy- 
four text illustrations ; and again in ‘‘ Renais- 
sance Architecture and Ornament in Spain,” by 
Andrew W. Prentice, a series of examples se- 
lected from the purest works between the years 
1500-1560. Anotherof Mrs. Anne Manning’s 
classic biographies is to be made ready to take 
-its place beside her ‘‘ Cherry and Violet ” and 
‘¢ The Household of Sir Thomas More,” with 
which it will be uniform. This will be ‘‘ The 
Maiden and Married Life of Mary Powell”’ 
(afterward the wife of Milton) and its sequel, 
‘‘Deborah’s Diary.” The book will have an 
introduction by Rev. W. H. Hutton, and illus- 
trations by Herbert Railton and John Jellicoe. 
A work with text and illustration of almost 
equal value has just been issued in ‘‘ The First 
Crossing of Spitzbergen,” by Sir William 
Martin Conway, with contributions by J. W. 
Gregory, A. Trevor-Battye, and E. J. Garwood, 
and eight colored plates, two maps, and about 
100 full-page and text illustrations from photo- 
graphs and sketches. Now that Arctic travel 
‘and Arctic treasures are receiving so much 
attention, this exposition of the mysteries and 
the charms of Spitzbergen is specially valuable. 
Other notable works of travel and description 
are forthcoming in ‘‘ The New Africa,” a jour- 
ney up the Chobe and down the Okovanga 
Rivers, by R. Schulz and A. Hammar, the for- 
mer a doctor, the latter a civil engineer, a work 
to be profusely illustrated; ‘‘ Under the Red 
Crescent,” adventures and experiences of an 
English surgeon in the service of the Turkish 
government during the siege of Plevna and 
Ezeroum, 1877-78, by Charles Ryan and John 
Sands; and a new edition of Murray’s ‘‘ Hand-. 
book of Travel Talk,” rewritten and adapted 
to requirements of modern travellers. A work 
long contemplated was a description of the 
great publishing house of William Blackwood 
and his sons, so identified with many of the 
epoch-making books of the Victorian era. It 
was entrusted to Mrs. Oliphant and was com- 
pleted just before her death. She gave the 
work her closest attention, and it was truly a 
labor of love to her to set before the world the 
noble aims and great influence of the Black- 
woods, who, through life, were her close 
friends, and for whose magazine she wrote for 
nearly forty years. ‘‘ The Annals of a Publish- 
ing House: life and work of William Black- 
wood and his sons, including a history of their 
magazine and friends,” with four portraits, 
issued in two volumes, will be one of the nota- 
ble books of the Jubilee year. Among the 
works in sets imported by the Scribners are 
“The Spectator,” in eight volumes, edited by 
G. Gregory Smith, with introduction by Austin 
Dobson; ‘the edition of Thomas 


Centenary 
Carlyle’s Works in thirty volumes, edited by 
H. D. Traill; the Gadshsil edition of Charles 
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Dickens; the only complete edition of Byron 
in twelve volumes, edited by his grandson; 
and the only complete edition of George Mere- 
dith in twenty-two volumes, which is just com- 
pleted. There will be several new volumes in 
the Famous Scots Series, and many books on 
miscellaneous subjects which are entered with 
full title in the classified list elsewhere in this 
issue. Special mention must be made of the 
books imported for young people, which are 
also entered in the list under the heading 
Juvenile Literature.

This book is the fruit of many years’ enthusiastic devotion. Miss Alex- 
ander in her long residence in Florence became familiar with the songs of 
the peasants, and was deeply touched by their simplicity, sincerity, and 
faith. She collected hundreds of these, mostly from old persons, who 
learned them from their parents and were transmitting them to their chil- 
dren. The most striking of these songs she translated, and for some of 
them she wrote the music to which they were sung. Interesting as these 
are, they are mainly so because they have served as inspiration and sugges- 
tion to a series of most remarkable designs. 

Miss Alexander’s designs illustrate very effectively and faithfully roadside 
scenes and flowers, incidents of peasant life, the loves of peasant lovers, the 
religion of peasant saints. In a book which Mr. Ruskin published some 
years since, containing a few of the pictures, he remarked of Miss Alex- 
ander’s art: “It is as sincere and true as the sunshine; industrious, with 
an energy as steady as that by which a plant grows in Spring ; modest and 
unselfish as ever was good servant's work for a beloved Master. 

“Tn its relation to former religious art of the same faithfulness, it is dis- 
tinguished by the faculty and habit of realization which belongs to all pre- 
RKaphaelism, whether English or American; that is to say, it represents any 
imagined event as far as possible in the way it must have happened, and as 
it looked, when happening, to people who did not then know the Divine 
import; Miss Alexander represents everything as it would have happened 
in Tuscany to Tuscan peasants. Knowing the histories and versed in the 
ways of the people round her for many a year, she chooses for the type of 
every personage in her imagined picture some one whose circumstances 
and habitual tone of mind are actually like those related and described in 
the legend to be illustrated.”’ 

| Miss Alexander's decided artistic genius, guided and inspired by this 
‘ profound sincerity and aided by all the circumstances of peasant life in 
Tuscany, has produced a marvelous gallery. Her designs have been repro- 
‘uced with perfect success in photogravure; they are printed with. the 
itmost care; and the result is a work of the highest art. value. Generally 
speaking, the songs are printed in Italian and English script, from Miss 
\lexander’s copy, on the pages with the illustrations. The book contains 
in a preface a sufficient account of the circumstances under which the illus- 
trations were made, and in an appendix the songs are printed in a form 
more easy for reading than the pictured pages admit of. 
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Altogether Tuscan Songs will be one of the most beautiful, artistic, and 
significant books of the year.

The Southern type of woman is contrasted with 
the Northern very fairly and in an effective way ; the modern tendency to 
very strong friendships between women forms an interesting feature of 
the story: and the aim and aspirations of the modern bachelor woman are 
delineated with much skill. Two of the leading characters are young 
women from Boston, college graduates ; and their experiences in a New 
Orleans family, and the experiences of the family also, are set forth with 
admirable knowledge and effect. The dialogue is sprightly, the style 
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noticeably good, — and, in short, “ Diana Victrix” is quite sure to be pro- 


nounced an uncommonly good novel.

“The Juggler” is one of the most dramatic and powerful novels Miss 
Murfree has yet written. It opens with a vivid description of the experi- _ 
ment of a prestidigitator to interest an assembly of mountaineers, and its 
interruption on the ground of his manifest collusion with the arch-juggler. 
The other characters are mountaineers of the type with which Miss Murfree 
has made us acquainted, and guests of a hotel which attracts persons of 
wealth and cultivation, of social experience and charm. The plot involves f 
‘tragedy, a story of love whose course is not wholly smooth, brilliant de- 
scriptions of scenes through which the narrative runs, and marked varie- 
ties of character enough to fill the dramatic stage. The story is one of 
remarkable interest, and is told in Miss Murfree’s best manner. 


The Young Mountaineers. By CHARLES EGBERT CRADDOCK [Miss

Miss Murfree continues loyal to the scenes which form the background 
of her remarkable literary achievements. This book for boys, primarily, 
contains stories of adventure in the mountain region of East Tennessee, 
which is prolific in marked characters and dramatic incidents. All of the 
stories have boys for heroes, who, though they do not perform actual impos- 
sibilities, are very plucky and have adventures sufficiently near the hair- 
breadth limit to be extremely interesting reading. 7

It is needless to state that Mrs. Fields has produced a very satisfactory 
biography of Mrs. Stowe, which every reader of the marvelous story of 
‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin” will find peculiarly interesting ; and has depicted 
her remarkable career so as to do justice to one of the noblest women 
America has produced.

Old Virginia and Her Neighbours. By Joun Fiske. 2 vols. crown 8vo, 
gilt top, $4.00. | 

This work is next in sequence to Mr. Fiske’s “ Discovery of America.”’ 
It begins with the Elizabethan Sea Kings, and the first chapter ends with 
the defeat of the Spanish Armada. The first volume discusses the causes 
which led Englishmen to plant colonies in America; describes the begin- 
nings of Virginia and its time of struggle and distress, 1607-1610; the 
rapid rise in power of the great Virginia Company in London until it 
aroused the alarm of King James I., who compassed its overthrow in 1624 ; 
the political and social conditions of Virginia under Charles I., the begin- 
nings of Maryland, and the relation of the two sister colonies down to the 
death of Cromwell in 1658. The second volume begins with the coming 
of the Cavaliers, 1649-60 ; discusses Bacon’s Rebellion, gives sketches of 
society in the Old Dominion, covering the economics of tobacco, land, white 
servants, negro slavery, currency, houses, furniture, dress, dinners, schools, 
reading, writing, parsons, doctors, lawyers, etc. There is an account of the 
beginnings of the Carolinas and Georgia. A chapter on the Golden Age 
of Pirates treats of the achievements of buccaneers in the West Indies, the 
Bahamas, and on the coast of Carolina, especially of the famous pirates 
Blackbeard, Bonnet, and others, and the stopping of piracy about 1720. 
The concluding chapter, entitled ‘*From Tidewater to. the Mountains,”’ 
describes the crossing of the Blue Ridge, the great Scotch-Irish immigra. 
tion and its profound effects on Virginia and the Carolinas, the advance 
towards the Ohio River and the approach of the French from Lake Erie, 
closing with the first appearance of George Washington in history in 1753. 
The events described in these volumes have never been treated with any- 
thing like the critical insight, the philosophic grasp, and the distinct literary 
charm with which they are here treated by Mr. Fiske.

The Story of an Untold Love. By Pau LrIcEesTER For», author of 
‘The Honorable Peter Stirling,” etc. 1 vol. 16mo, $1.25. 
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Mr. Ford is best known as a remarkably well-equipped student of Amer- 
ican history, to which he has made notable contributions. His story “ The 
Honorable Peter Stirling shows that he has studied with keen appreci- 
ation the science and art of “practical politics.” In “The Story of an. 
Untold Love” he proves himself equally at home in the region of senti- 
ment and romance, the domain of the novelist. It is a love story clear and 
undisguised, but it includes within its action plenty of dramatic incident, 
an excellent description of student life in Europe, and an exceedingly inter- 
esting and accurate picture of the methods of modern journalism and the 
production of literary wares in New York city. While the novel-reader 
who simply wishes to be entertained will find this story very engaging, 
those whose consciences are not quite easy unless the story contains some- 
thing beyond mere entertainment will quickly perceive. that it contains not 
a little criticism of current American life’ and thought which lends to it a 
special value. As a story, as a tactful suggestion of finer and wiser life, 
and as literature, it is one of the notable novels of the year.

A Supplement to ‘Who Wrote the 
Bible?” By WasuinGcron GLADDEN, D. D., author of “ Applied Chris- 
tianity,”’ “Tools and the Man,” “ The Lord’s Prayer,” etc. 1 vol. 16mo. 

Dr. Gladden’s ‘“ Who Wrote the Bible?” treated with marked candor and 

reverence questions which many thoughtful readers of the Bible naturally 
ask.

as well as reverence; and his volume will contain a vigorous and significant , 
Introduction, discussing the duty of Christian ministers with respect to the 
Bible.

Inequality and Progress. By GrorGe Harris, D. D., President of 
Andover Theological Seminary, and author of “ Moral Evolution.” 
1 vol. 16mo. 

This volume is a study of the natural and acquired differences of men. 
It is in part a criticism of theories of economic equality and equal opportu- 
nity, but is principally devoted to showing that inequality is the necessary 
condition of progress and social unity. Differences of type, racial and social 
selection, the need of a real aristocracy, admiration of greatness, unity 
through uniqueness, the task of Democracy, and the progression of ideals,

are some of the subjects treated. The title of the book was chosen by Dr.

Aaron in the Wildwoods. By Jorn CHANDLER Harris, author of 
“Little Mr. Thimblefinger and his Queer Country,” “ The Story of 
Aaron (so-named), the Son of Ben-Ali,”’ etc. With 24 full-page illus- 
trations by OLIVER HERFORD, _ I vol. square 8vo, $2.00. 

Readers of “The Story of Aaron” will remember that Aaron became 
disgusted with his master, “Old Grizzly,” and took to the woods. In the 
chapter ‘“‘Grunter the White Pig,” Aaron tries to persuade the Pig to be 
friendly with the children, Buster John, Sweetest Susan, and Drusilla, and 
says: “They came to hear you tell of the time when you and I lived in 
these fields together, sleeping and hiding in the daytime, and _ slipping 
about at night.” 

“Aaron in tke Wildwoods” is devoted to the adventures of Aaron 
while a “runaway.” It completes the personal history of Aaron, and gives 
(incidentally but intimately) a description of night life on a Southern plan- 
tation, the scenes being woven into the narrative. A chapter on “The 
Secrets of the Swamp” is written from the point of view of the negro, 
which tends to resolve all things into their elements by means of imperson- 
ation, Thus the swamp loses its topographical and geological features, and 
becomes a living, breathing, moving Thing. 

This book is equal in interest to the other volumes in the Thimblefinger 
Series, and higher praise cannot be needed. Like the other stories. it is 
capitally illustrated by Mr. Oliver Herford 


Bret Harte. 


Three Partners; or, the Big Strike on Heavy-Tree Hill. By Brrr 
Harte, author of “The Luck of Roaring Camp,” “ Barker’s Luck,” 
“Tn a Hollow of the Hills,” etc. 1 vol. 16mo,.$1.25. 

This is another story of the: same general style with many others which 
Mr. Harte has written, to the great delectation of a host of novel-readers. 
Jack Hamlin, Barker,” Demorest, Kitty, and other characters, well if not 
favorably known to those who follow the brilliant trail of Mr. Harte, figure 
in new combinations in this story of early California; and as they retain 
their various picturesque and dramatic qualities, the book is very readable.

Hawthorne's First Diary. With an Account of its Discovery and Loss, 
By SamvueL T. Pickarp, author of “The Life of John Greenleaf Whit- 
tier.”’ With four illustrations. I vol. 16mo, $1.00. 

In the Preface Mr. Pickard says: “A Diary kept by Nathaniel Haw- 

thorne during his residence at Raymond, Maine, came to light in Virginia. 
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during the late civil war, and fell into the hands of a colored man namcd 
William Symmes, who by a curious chance was a companion of Hawthorne 
in his fishing and gunning sports on the shores of Lake Sebago. Symmes 
said he had the book from a Maine soldier whom he found in a hospital. 
Because of his boyish friendship for Hawthorne, he so prized the Diary 
that he could not be induced to part with it. After holding it several years, 
he sent extracts from it toa Maine newspaper.” These cxtracts Mr. Pickard 
reprints in this little book, preceding them with an account of Hawthorne's 
home in Raymond, and the story of William Symmes. The Diary, though 
written by a boy, possesses no little interest in itself, and yet more as giv- 
ing promise of the writer who was to be in the foremost rank of American 


authors.

Gleanings in Buddha Fields: Studies of Hand and Soul in the Far 
Kast. By Larcapto HEARN, author of “ Kokoro,” “ Out of the East,” 
* Glimpses of Unfamiliar Japan,” ete. 1 vol. 16mo, $1.25. 

Coxrents: A Living God ; Out of the Street ; Notes of a Trip to Kyoto ; 
Dust; About Iaces in Japanese Art; Ning Yo-no-Haka; In Osaka; 
Buddhist Hlusions in Japanese Folk-Song; Nirvana; The Rebirth of 
Katsugoro; Within the Circle. 

This book justifies the remark made by 7he Review of Reviews concern- 
ing Mr. Hearn’s previous book ‘“ Kokoro:’ “To Mr. Hearn we look for 
the most sympathetic and graceful interpretations of the modern Japancse 
spirit.” He appreciates and assimilates in a wonderful degree the distinc- 
tive and subtle ideas of the Japanese. He seems no alien “chiel amang 
them takin’ notes” to print elsewhere as a “find;’’ rather as a genuine 
child ot Japan, familiar with its traditions, thoroughly acquainted with its 
religious history and aspirations, and skillful to interpret these to us while 
maintaining the most steadfast loyalty to Japan. The contents indicate 
something of the scope and variety of the book, but give no hint of its 
marvelous literary charm. .

They are stories of German 
scenes and characters, and Miss Howard’s remarkable skill in narration, and 
her clear, vigorous style will strongly commend them to a large circle of read- 
ers. In the hands of a less felicitous writer a foreign air might pervade 
them, but Miss Howard gives them a tone and atmosphere which will cause 
them to be read eagerly and with satisfaction in this country. She has the 
story-teller’s art which wins attention and richly rewards it.

The Letters contained in the First Series were to a considerable extent of 

The Second Series will include Hugo's letters in exile 
to Ledru-Rollin, Mazzini, Garibaldi, and Lamartine, with many of curious 
autobiographical and literary interest. The arrangement is generally chro- 
nological, except in cases where there. is an important group of letters to one 
person, — these are kept together. Aside from the intrinsic interest of 
Hugo's Letters, they have a peculiar value as coming from one of the most 
conspicuous men in France during a very dramatic period of her history, 
and one of the great literary lights of his country and time.

The Revolt of a Daughter. By ELLEN OLNry Kirk, author of “ The 
Story of. Margaret Kent,” “Ciphers,” ‘ Walford,” ‘A Lesson in

The scene of Mrs. Kirk’s new novel, which is sure of a warm. welcome 
from those who have enjoyed “ Margaret Kent” and her later stories, is 
successively America, Italy, America again, and Irance. The principal 
characters are a beautiful mother, a charming daughter, and two men who 
naturally love them. The revolt of the daughter is by no means a desperate 
matter, nor an uncommon one, — merely the result of a difference ot opin- 
ion about one of the two men. The development of the characters of these 
four persons, the growth and direction of their love aftairs, the obstacles to 
the smooth course of the love, and the benign result, — these form the ele- 
ments of a very readable novel, written with practiced skill, marked by 
bright and varied conversation, refined in tone, and every way worthy to fol- 
low the series of excellent novels for which we are indebted to Mrs. Kirk.

The Ruins and Excavations of Ancient Rome. By Roporro Lan- 
CIlaANI, author of “ Ancient Rome in the Light of Modern Discoveries,” 
“ Pagan and Christian Rome,” etc. With numerous illustrations and 
17 maps and plans. __1 vol. crown 8vo, $4 00. 

This is not designed to be a scientific work, but a companion-book for 
travelers who visit the existing remains and the latest excavations of ancient 
Rome, and a full and convenient guide for students who wish to learn in 
regard to these. The work is in four Books, the first of which describes 
the fundamental lines of Roman topography; its site, geology, soil, malaria, 
climate, rivers and springs, aqueducts and drains, walls and roads. Book 
second is devoted to the Palatine Hill, on which Rome was founded, and 
the seat of the Empire established later. Book third describes the Sacra 
Via, the Forum, and the Capitoline Hill, which are lined and covered by the 
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grandest monuments of the Empire, and every inch of ground they cross 
or cover is connected with historical events. The fourth Book describes 
the ruins of the Calian Hill, the Oppian, the Viminal, the Cespian, the 
Subura, the Esquiline, the Quirinal and the Pincian, the Campus Martius, 
the Circus Maximus, the Aventine, etc. 

Signor Lanciani is peculiarly competent to describe all these from the 
fullest knowledge of the City and entire familiarity with all the excavations 
nade in Rome in recent years ; and his work can be relied on as full, clear, 
and accurate. It is profusely illustrated from photographs and drawings 
made expressly for this work. For students and travelers it is indispen- 
sable.

This is a story for girls and is preéminently a novel for all Daughters of 
the Revolution, since it is a story of Revolutionary times ; the characters 
are all more or less involved in the Revolutionary struggle ; and its historic 
and romantic elements are nearly equal. The scene is principally in or 
near New York; the hero is a British officer, the heroine is the daughter of 
an American general. The hero is at once loyal to the American girl he 
loves and to the sovereign whose officer he is, until the war is over; the 
heroine is loyal to her lover, also to the cause for which her father fights, 
until the war is over; the interesting details of this story and its proper 
conclusion are referred to its readers. They will find it pleasantly romantic, 
sufficiently historical in representing the spirit of the Revolutionary times 
and persons, and decidedly readable.

The Federal Judge. By Cuartes K. Lusu. 1 vol. 16mo, $1.25. 


The “Judge” is an upright man who has gained a reputation as a friend 
of the people and a rigid opposer of great corporations. A railway magnate, 
whose road is exposed to attack, secures the appointment of this excellent 
man as a federal judge, and the story consists largely in the dramatic por- 
trayal of the relations which these two men bear to each other, the honest 
judge under the influence of a great business manager, and the manager 
seeking to shield and ‘strengthen his vast corporation with the judge's au- 
thority and good reputation. The railway magnate might well be regarded 
as the hero, at least as the foremost figure of this strong story ; and the 
delineation of his methods and schemes is at once extremely interesting 
as a story and as a graphic picture of a prominent feature in American life 
to-day. The author introduces other elements that add to the varied in- 
terest of a story which is quite out of the course of the average novel, and 
which uses in a forcible way some of the most subtle and characteristic 
influences of current social and Dane activities to produce a story of 
distinct originality and power.

King Arthur and the Table Round. Tales chiefly after the Old 
French of Crestien of Troyes. With an Introduction and Notes. By 
WitxtiAM WELLS NEWELL. 2 vols. large crown 8vo, $4.00. 

Of the legends which “ Time's effacing fingers”’ spare, those relating to 

King Arthur and his. Knights of the Round Table are conspicuous for the 


affection in which they are held. Many legends fade from’ the memory 
and the interest of men, but King Arthur is a beautiful and immortal 
figure ; his Knights enjoy a fame such as few heroes of history have won ; 


and the traditions of their prowess and chivalry have an unfailing charm 
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for mankind. Tennyson's “ Idylls of the King” owe their high favor to 
the fascination of the subject, as well as to the poet’s consummate art. In 
the work above named, Mr. Newell presents an English prose translation 
of the metrical early French version of Crestien of Troyes. The Arthurian 
Steries in this version are full of beauty and freshness. The work is 
briefer and more consistent than Sir Thomas Malory’s, and aside from its 
scholarly value has a positive story-telling interest. This work has never 
before appeared in English, and cannot fail to be heartily welcomed by a 
multitude of readers who feel the fascination of the legends relating to 
King Arthur. Mr. Newell has written an introduction on Arthurian Ro- 
mance. Then follow chapters on Erec and Enidé, Alexander and Loreda- 
mor, The Knight of the Lion, Perceval, The Maid with the Narrow Sleeves, 
Merlin, Lancelot of the Lake, The Quest of the Holy Grail, The Maid of 
Escolat, and The Death of Arthur. The translator has added such notes 
as scemed necessary to add completeness to a work of singular attractions.

France under Louis XV. By JAmMres BRECK PERKINS, author of “ France

This work continues the extremely interesting history of France, begun 
in Mr. Perkins’s “ France under the Regency.” The first volume covers 
the ministries of the Duc de Bourbon and Cardinal Fleury, and the « facio 
ministry of Madame de Pompadour ; it treats of the war of the Polish suc- 
cession, and the greater war of the Austrian. succession, the French con- 
quests in India, and the loss of everything there to the better-governed 
english. The second volume is devoted to the war of France with Eng- 
land, which resulted in the loss of New France. Mr. Perkins has made a 
thorough study of this period and produced a work of distinct value.

Ing it. | 

It is no exaggeration to say that “ The Story of Jesus Christ” is Mrs. 
Ward's richest and most important work. No one can read this book 
without a profound sense of the value and the reality of the life it presents. 
Christians will read it with deep reverence, and will receive a profound 
inspiration, while to the agnostic and the skeptical it will appeal as a trutt- 
ful and absorbing story of the noblest life. 

This book is not a Life of Christ in the accepted sense of the term. 
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Mrs. Ward has not attempted to write a circumstantial, detailed story ot 
his life ; but has chosen the distinctive facts, the incidents and events which 
conspicuously signalized the transcendent purity, elevation, and sympathy 
of his nature.

The appearance of a new volume of poems by Mr. Stedman is a literary 
event. It is twenty years since the publication of ‘‘ Hawthorne and Other 
Poems.” In this interval, although he has produced his important critical 
volumes on Poetry and Poets, Mr. Stedman has by no means neglected his ‘ 
own muse. Indeed, from time to time in this period some of his strongest ‘ 
and most noteworthy poems have appeared ; and some national or memorial 
occasion, that has appealed to the higher emotions of men, has shown him 
well worthy to be our poet laureate. Mr. Stelman now gathers into a 
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volume the poems of these twenty years, giving to them a finely re- 
strained title, exactly stating the fact of their first appearance now in book 
form, but not hinting the yet more essential fact of their nobleness of 
thought, their dignity and grace of expression. The lyric note, which is 
always distinctive in Mr. Stedman’s imaginative verse, here rings out with 
added freshness and charm. One division of the book is composed of the 
crave-and-gay verse so characteristic of-this poet.

This classic of boyhood has for years enjoyed a somewhat peculiar fame. 
It is not strictly a boy’s book, but, as one of its critics said, “It is an elderly 
boy’s reminiscences and reflections upon boyhood, the actual boyhood he 
lovingly remembers ;”’ and yet the boy’s experiences are so like the experi- 
ences of most healthy-natured boys, and they are described with such zest 
and humor, that it must be a hopelessly dull boy who does not enjoy them ; 
and older readers find them exceedingly interesting. The book hardly 
needs anything beyond its own charming character to make it perennially 
attractive ; but the edition here announced will appeal very,strongly to all 
familiar with rural life and scenes. Mr. Clifton Johnson has fortunately 
found just the right scenes, and just the right boys to fit them, and has 
immortalized them in capital photographs which are here reproduced per- 
fectly.

The 
same spirit successfully resisted domestic intrigue beyond the mountains, 
and wrested from England and Spain the right to control the full limit of 
American territory, along the Lakes and by the Mississippi, which had been 
determined by the treaty of 1783. Such is the story of the westward move- 
ment in the wilderness for more than thirty years, till Jay at London in 
1794, and Pinckney at Madrid in 1795, rounded out the full térritorial limits 
of this great western domain. 3

beginning, progress, and successful issue of the American revolution, down 
to the completion of the early territorial limits of the Republic. This

Kven the Guide-Bcooks of O’Shea and Murray, 
while invaluable, are confusing and bewildering to the passing tourists. For this reason it has been thought a 
kindly service to prepare this little record of atrip from Gibraltar to San Sebastian, not asa guide, but asa ‘‘com 
pagnon du voyage.’” One may follow through its leading and be sure of a delighttul and profitable trip. It is the 
impression given in May and June, when all nature was at her best, and consequently it differs much from Hare 
ind other writers who tell of the desolation of winter. Gibraltar, Tangier, Ronda, Grenada, Seville, Cordova, 
Aranjuez, Toledo, Madrid, Escorial, Salamanca, Burgo, and San Sebastian are all portrayed with vivid and enthu- 
silastic touch. Characteristic fetes. architectural wor ders, and the marvellous canvases of Murillo, Velasquez, and 





other masters, are in a pleasant, gossiping way noted. The book has not been designed asa contribution to the 
historical, geographical, or political lore of this chivalrous and romantic country, but rather to unfold, much as one 
would do in a familiar correspondence, something of the pleasure given, the benefit conterred, by the salient features 
if amost picturesque district and interesting peopie The next best thing to seeing a country oneself isto view it 
through the eyes of one who has passed observingly through it, with the determination as expressed on the old sun- 
lial, to ‘Sark only the hours which shine.” Inthese pleasing pages maay may tind entertainment and informa- 
tion, and perchance as a sequence will be inspired to go and do likewise. 


THE ANGEL OF THE TENEMENT.

The plot of the story is wholesome and natural, full of incident and quick action, while, of the two prominent 
child characters, the simp’e, fearless friendliness, and smiling faith of The Angel, alone and friendlessin a great 
city, Winning her way and moving, unsullied and innocent, like a small Queen among her tenement subjects, gives 
-ontrast for the knowing insight and artful wiles of that small denizen of the streets—Maior Joey,-aged ‘tha’f past 
seven.’’ About these two the plot centres, the story being told after a humorous fashion beneath which the real 
pathos of the story is everywhere felt and seen. 

‘The Angel of the Tenement’’ purports to be, and is, in conception and style, a story for children, but it is 
also a story which, like ‘‘Jackanapes’’ and ‘* The Birds’ Christmas Carol,”’ or ‘*‘ Captain January,’’ is meant for the 
adult reader as well. And while The Angel and the small Major will doubtless appeal most to the juvenile reader, 
the airy buoyancy of Miss Norma Boukowsky, the chorus-singer of doubtful age, and the pessimistic utterances of 
ynne ‘Tildy Peggins concerning the efficacy of Kindergarten methods, will appeal to the humor of the maturer reader.
